It calls for an increase in income 
taxes, enactment of the proposed 
levy on 3.2 beer, continuation of the 
gasoline tax and a $100,000,000 slash 
in appropriations.below the Hoover 
budget. 
The new tax plan provides for a 
boost in the normal income tax rate 
from four per cent on the first $4,000 
net income and eight per cent on in­ 
comes above that to six per cent 
and tw-elve per cent respectively. 
It also proposes a cut in exemp­ 
tion for married persons from $2,500 
to $2,000 and a continuation of the 
present slash for single persons from 
$1,500 to $1,000. 
Mr. Roosevelt, who has banned 
the sales tax recommended by Presi­ 
dent Hoover, presided over the con­ 
ference which was held last night. 
In a subsequent talk with newspa­ 
per men he declined to comment ex­ 
cept to say he did not disagree with 
these suggestions for legislation. 
The democrats said the Hoover es­ 
timates of the deficit for next year 
was $492,000,000. They accepted this 
disputed figure and based their cal­ 
culations accordingly. 
Their plan calls for the raising of 
$125,000,000 by the proposed levy on 
beer, $137,000,000 by continuation of 
the gas tax, reduction of an ad­ 
ditional $100,000,000 in expenditures 
and $130,000,000 by the new income 
tax rate.

HALLORAN LOSES TILT 
WITH ARIZONA COURT 


Phoenix, Ariz., Jan. 6 (AP)—John 
J. Hailoran lost Wednesday the first 
skirmish In his fight to have quashed 
the indictment accusing him of hav­ 
ing concealed from authorities al­ 
leged knowledge of the double mur­ 
der for which Winnie Ruth Judd is 
sentenced to die February 17. 
Superior Judge Howard C. Speak- 
man refused to set aside the indict­ 
ment, 
against 
which 
Halloran’s 
counsel had argued on grounds of 
alleged unfairness and illegality in 
the selection of the grand jury, and 
alleged, bias and prejudice on the 
part of the grand Jurors. 
The Phoenix lumberman counter­ 
ed with a demurrer, challenging the 
indictment itself on nine points of 
alleged deficiency. At least another 
day in court, it was indicated, aill 
be consumed by argument before it 
is decided whether Hailoran must 
enter a plea to the charge of ac­ 
cessory to the crime of murder.
